EDDINGTON OFFERS 


NEW ELECTRON VIEW 


British Scientist Indicates Elec- 
tron Is a Hypothesis Only, 
With No Separate Existence. 


HE TERMS IT A ‘DUMMY’ 





Theory, Involving Einstein's, Is Too 
Abstruse for Other Savants and 


Even Himself to Trace to Limit. 


Special Cable to Tue New Yorx Timers 
LONDON, Jan. 17.—When scien 
tists thirty years ago reduced the 


whole material universe to the com- 
mon denominator of the electron, it 
was assumed by many that some- 
thing like an ultimate and stable 
unit had been discovered. But in a 
brilliant speech before the Royal So- 
ciety today Professor A. S. Edding- 
ton, director of the Cambridge Uni- 
versity Observatory, by applying 
mathematical formula and recalling 
the Einstein theory, seemed to many 
of his auditors to prove that the ele« 
tron was really nothing but a con- 
venient temporary hypothesis with 
no real existence. He called it a 
‘“‘dummy,’’ an imagined assistance 
to the imperfection of the human 
intellect. 

Professor Eddington's mathematics 
are too deep and involved to be capa- 
ble of transmission by cable. Pass- 
ing rapidly from two golf balls on the 
lecture table, which he used as illus- 
trations, to complex equations on the 
blackboard, he worked out the conse 
quences of revolving the frame of ref- 
erence successively in spans of two 
three and four dimensions of two 
electrons He sought to show that 
in the process, the identity, or more 
probably the identification of the two 
electrons, became exchanged, and 
that this took place not at a given 
moment when it might be imagined 
the label of one had been transferred 
to the other but by a continuous 
process recalling wave mechanics 
rather than mechanics of a particle 

In the subsequent discussion in 
which Sir Oliver Lodge, Professor 
Frederick A. Lindemann, Professor 
Sydney Chapman and many other 
distinguished physicists and mathe- 
maticians took part it was the gen- 
eral opinion that the new ‘‘constant’’ 
proposed by Professor Eddington 
opened up unusually important and 
challenging conceptions. 

Even these great figures in the 


|world of science, however, had to 
confess that Professor Eddington’s 


theory, which he himself admits is so 
abstruse that he had been unable to 
trace it to its full limit, was too deep 
and dark for them to follow. As Sir 
Oliver Lodge remarked: 

“It is rather rough on the electron 
to be called a dummy thirty years 
after it was born. It has been losing 
its identity and position for some 
little time. Whether it has got any 
identity or not I do not know. We 
are getting into a very curious State 
of physics and getting very muddled, 
meanwhile Some of the younger 
men go beyond me altogether.”’

Special Cable to Tue New York Traces, 

LONDON, Jan. 17.—Inclusion of} 
the vast territory of Kenya, Uganda |

700,000 square miles, is recommended 
by the Hilton Young commission, | 
whose long-awaited report was is- 
sued tonight.

British Government control over

“If the experiment we propose in 
East Africa proves successful, it may 
be found capable of application in 
other parts of the empire.” 


Central Government Later. 


Although ‘future evolution of a 
closer union in the direction of a 
central unified government” is 
vaguely referred to, the report makes 
it very clear indeed that Britain her- 
self must retain contro] over East 
Africa, which can never be a white 
man's country. 

Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
are not included in the scheme of 
union, the commission recommend- 
ing the maintenance of their status 


uo. 

The commission rejects the well- 
known constitutional device of fed- 
eration. It also refuses self-govern- 
ment to Kenya. It grants that its 
10,000 white inhabitants form a 
majority of votes in the Legislative 
Council of that colony. The whites 
can obtain a majority, however, only 
by securing the support of four 
white members, who will be nomi- 
nated by the Governor to represent 
the interests of the Kenya blacks. 
By this device it is intended that the 
natives shall be secured against 
injustice. 

The elevation of East Africa to the 
status of a union would be gradual. | 
First a high commissioner. would be} 
appointed with executive powers 
over the three territories to deter- 
mine how blacks and whites could 
best live, work and even vote to- 
gether without injustice to either. | 

Later he would be replaced by a 
governor general of Eastern Africa, | 
whose chief duties would be to con-| 
serye imperial interests and super- 
vise the working of native policy.

The tenth anniversary of the com- 
ing of nation-wide prohibition in the 
United States was marked in two 
different ways. One was the gath- 
ering at Washington and elsewhere 
of enthusiastic champions who af- 
firmed that it has been an enormous 
success and benefit; that the law is 
perfect and needs only more vigor- 
ous and honest enforcement. But on 
the very same day came clear state- 
ments of Mr. HOOVER’s intention to 
have the whole matter looked into 
from top to bottom by the ablest 
and most impartial commission that 
he can bring together. As a result 
of this plain intimation of the desire 
of the President-elect, the two pend- 
ing resolutions for the appointment 
of a Congressional committee to 
make a study of prohibition were 
dropped. This is one of the matters of 
legislation and policy off which Mr. 
Hoover, while in Washington, could 
not keep his hands, despite any dis- 
claimer he may have made. The 
facts of the situation were too strong 
for any fastidious sentiment about it. 

This announcement of the plan to 
name a fact-finding body to investi- 
gate the workings of prohibition has 
already given offense to some of the 
extreme Drys. They were hoping 
that the new President would con- 
tent himself with holding up his 
right hand and taking a kind of 
Jacksonian oath “By the Eternal,” 
to drive out of the country the last 
bootlegger and rum seller, even if 
the whole army and navy were re- 
quired to do it. But Mr. Hoover 
had in reality given them an advance 
warning of a different purpose. In 
his speech of acceptance last Au- 
gust, while approving the “noble 
motive ” of the experiment of prohi- 
bition, he explicitly said: ‘ Com- 
mon sense compels us to realize that 
grave abuses have occurred—abuses 
which must be remedied. An or- 
ganized, searching investigation of 
facts and causes can alone determine 
the wise method of correcting them.” 
This is warrant enough for his hav- 
ing now determined to do nothing 
spectacular about the enforcement 
of prohibition until after a painstak- 
ing inquiry shall have been made, and 
its results laid before the public. 

There is still a question about the 
scope of the fact-finding. Will it be 
confined to the “abuses” of which 
Mr. HOOVER spoke vaguely—that is, 
the corruption of prohibition agents 
and of the police, the evasion of the 
law permitted to farmers and domes- 
tic brewers and distillers, the smug- 
gling into the country of a seeming-

A CORPORATE RECEIVER IN 
BANKRUPTCY. 


According to.Mr. JULIUS HENRY | 
COHEN, Chairman of the American 
Bar Association’s Subcommittee on 
Bankruptcy, receiverships in bank- | 
ruptcy here and in the United 
{States generally are ‘ mostly politi- 
cal patronage.” If that be a fact, to 
state it is comment severe enough. 
It seems, however, that in Chicago 
and Detroit it is the custom to make 
a trust company receiver. The six 
Federal Judges of the Southern Dis- | 
trict of New York have agreed to 
follow that method here. They set 
about this work, Judge KNOX says, 
befqre the disappearance of a polit- 
ical receiver here had brought about 
the disclosure of a shocking betrayal | 
of trust and set a Grand Jury to in- 
vestigating the so-called “ bank- 
ruptcy receiver.” 

The agreement of the Judges con- 
templates the gradual transfer to 
one institution, as its organization 
for the purpose becomes more com- 
plete, of all cases in bankruptcy. 
The amount of bankruptcy assets is 
so great that the receiver's fee, if 
not reduced, might seem excessive; 
and if the receiver designates itself 
as repository, that compensation will 
be further increased. Still, it is said | 
that other trust companies, ap- 
proached on the subject, manifested 
no large enthusiasm; and it may be 
an advantage to have the business 
put in one place, where the most 
efficient specialized machinery has 
been built up. In any case, a trust 
company ts responsible and contin- 
uous and the creditors may be sure 
that their interests are honestly and 
faithfully attended to. 

Doubtless there heart- 
burnings among some lawyers. If 
the receivership business .looks fat 
enough, “ political influence "’ will be 
exerted in favor of other trust com- 
panies. At any rate, the new ar- 
rangement will choke off the oppor- 
tunities of fraud which now exist.

OTTO T. BANNARD. 


The best type of New York citizen- 
ship was exemplified in OTTO TRE- 
MONT BANNARD. Charged with ex- 
|acting duties in the trust company of 
| which he was president and in other 
| companies which he served as direc- 
tor, he found time for active partici- 
pation alike in some of the city’s 
largest organized charities, in its 
educational program, and in the re- 
sponsibilities of city politics. To all 
these he gave the best of himself, 
| satisfied to be only in the ranks of 
civic and philanthropic work, or to 
assume the burden of himself con- 
ducting it. His aid and counsel, 
based on a penetrating judgment of 
men and institutions and coupled 
with a strong sense of humor, were 
| valued as highly in the Charity Or- 
ganization Society or the Board of 
Education as in the banking world. 

It not because of personal 
ambition that Mr. BANNARD became 
the Republican party’s candidate 
for Mayor in the _ three-cornered 
of 1909, but because he 
believed a strong opposition to be 
vitally necessary in the circum- 
stances which then existed. Once 
nominated, he conducted his cam- 
paign with dignity and public spirit, 
with vigor yet with unfailing good 
nature, and helped to draw the con- 
test away from personalities and po- 
litical spoils. Although defeated, he 
emerged from the campaign with 
the respect even of the voters who 
did not support him. An ardent Re- 
publican, he nevertheless gave cor- 
dial recognition to the best in the 
opposing party, and, for example, 
lent his own quiet support to Gover- 
nor SMITH’s State campaign for re- 
election in 1926.

Flogging for Carrying Arms | 
Proposed in Indiana Bill | 


Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 17.—Flog- 
ging for male felons who carry 
weapons in committing crime is 
provided for in a bill introduced 
in the Indiana Senate today by 
Robert K. Moorhead, Indianapolis 
lawyer and editor. The measure is 
modeled on a law which, it is as- 
serted, has proved effective in the 
Province of Quebec. 

The bill, which stipulates that no 
woman should be punished by 
whipping, prescribes that the 
number of strokes should not be 
fewer than ten nor more than 
twenty and that the instrument 
shall be a cat o’nine tails, ‘‘unless 
some other instrument is speci- 
fied in the sentence.’’ The strokes 
should be administered to the bare 
back, ‘‘well laid on.”’ 

For a man convicted of more 
than one crime punishable by 
whipping the court would gradu- 
ate the sentences so that the con- 
vict receive not more than sixty 
lashes.

much. Instead he found difficulty in 
| obtaining a hearing and a polite in- 
| difference to his discovery when he 
did get a chance to tell about it. 

Then one day a New York friend 
of Thomas E. Mitten wrote to the 
| president of the Philadelphia transit 
system, which Mr. Mitten and its 
employes own jointly, telling him in 
outline of Mr. Godward’s device and 
suggesting that it might possibly in- 
terest him.

Two Years of Research. 
“A few days later,’’ Mr. Queeney 
told the engineers, ‘‘a gentleman 
came into my office and laid before 


me a strange looking device that 
somewhat resembled a _ steam tur- 
bine of early design. He called it 


|@ gas generator.”” That was Mr. 
Godward’s invention. 

Its examination that day proved to 
be the beginning of two years of 
| unremitting intensive research in the

The apparatus as finally

“It consists of an aluminum pot 
in which is set a nest of stationary 


thin curved plates radiating from a| 


central core. The pot is heated by 
the exhaust of the engine. The fuel 
is drawn from a standard carburetor 
through the inside of the pot over 
the surface of the warm plates, 
' where it is converted into a dry gas 
and whence it passes through the 
intake manifold into the cylinders.”’ 
The gas being dry, he explained 
there is no boiling of the motor and 
| months of tests with twenty buses

Newman Too Ill to Be Moved. 


A Deputy United States Marshal 
called at Mr. Newman’s home during 


the afternoon with a warrant for his 
arrest. The deputy reported to Mr. 
Tuttle that the defendant’s condition 
was such he would not care to as- 
sume the responsibility of removing 
him without medical authority. He 
was instructed to remain at the New- 
man home until today. Mr. Tuttle 
said Mr. Newman was “‘in custody.’’ 

While the investigation continued 
in the grand jury room following the 
indictment of Mr. Newman, the 
American Exchange-Irving Trust 
Company was appointed receiver in 
five bankruptcy cases in accordance 
with its recent designation by the 
Judges of the United States District 
Court for the Southern District of 
New York as receiver in all bank- 
ruptcy cases in this district. The 
trust company, which will be called 
the Irving Trust Company after Feb.

A bond of $500 was required. 

This seemed to indicate that the 
trust company is to be required to 
handle some of the thankless as well 
as the profitable features of bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. Custodians do 
not, as a rule, receive fees, but it 
has been the custom to appoint as 
custodian some United States auc- 
tioneer who received compensation 
for his services as auctioneer. 


Judges Change Control of Funds. 


The Federal judges amended their 
bankruptcy rules yesterday to re. 


quire that every check drawn by a 
receiver shall be countersigned by a 
referee who shall satisfy himself 
that the disbursement is proper. Such 
a rule has been in force with respect 
to trustees in bankruptcy. 

Steinhardt, whose alleged embez- 
zlements and subsequent flight start- 
ed the bankruptcy investigation, is 
still at large. Mr. Tuttle admitted 
last night he had no clue to his 
whereabouts.
